PEACE AS HE BECOMES PRESIDENT 


URGES ALL CITIZENS TO HELP 


MAKE PROHIBITION EFFECTIVE 


'Disregard and Disobedience 


of Law' Greatest Pres- 


ent Danger, He Holds 


PLEDGES SELF TO PEACE 


Farm Relief, Tariff Changes 


to Receive Prompt At- 


tention Promised 


Washington — M9)—With simple, 


forceful language reflective of his 
own personality, -, Herbert Hoover 
Monday dedicated himself and his 
administration to law enforcement at 
home and the promotion 
of peace 


throughout the world. 


These two purposes stood out in 


bold relief In his inaugural address, 
delivered from a simply decorated 
stand on the east front of the capitol 
after he had taken the oath as the 
thirty-first president of the United 
States. 


Declaring that the most malign of 


all the dangers from which self-gov- 
ernment must be safe-guarded today 
is the disregard and disobedience of 
law, the president said that "to con- 
sider these evils, to find their rem- 
edy, is the most sore necessity of 
our times." 


"Rigid and expeditions justice is 


the first safeguard of freedom,, the 
basl8V.of 411 o'rdereu^ liberty;- tfie "vital 
force of progerss," he said^'.'It 
not come to be in our republic tha 
it. r*»n be 'defeated by the Indifference 
of the citizen, by exploitation of de 
lays and entanglements of the law. 


• or by combinations of criminals." 


STATES EVADE DUTIES 


Turning to the enforcement of tha 


eighteenth amendment, Mr. Hoover 
asserted that 
abuses 
which hac 


grown up around it are due in part 
to the failure of some states to ac- 
cept their share of the responsibility 
for concurrent enforcement and to 
the failure of many state and local 
officials to zealously enforce the law. 


"But a large responsibility 
rests 


directly upon our citizens," he as 
serted, . 'There would be little traf- 
^ fie in illegal liquor if only criminals 


patronized It. The duty of citizens 
to support the law is co-equal with 
the duty of their government to en- 
force the laws which exist. 


"Our whole system of self-govern- 


ment will crumble either if official? 
elect what laws they will enforce or 
citizens elect what laws 
they will 


support. The worst evil of disregard 
for some law is that it destroys re- 
spect for all law." 


As one immediate step for an im- 


provement of conditions, 
President 


Hoover declared it essential "that a 
large part of the enforcement activ- 
ities be transferred from the treas- 
ury department to the department of 
justice as .a beginning of more effec- 
tive organization." 


Reiterating 
bf<? determination to 


appoint a national commission for a 
searching investigation, the chief ex- 
ecutive disclosed 
that its inquiry 


would go to the whole structure of 
the federal system of jurisprudence 
as well as to methods of enforce- 
ment of the eighteenth amendment 
an«l the causes of abuse under it. 


PLEA FOR PEACE

Solemnly asserting that the United 


States not only desires peace with 
the world, but to see peace main 
tained throughout 
the world, the 


president expressed the hope for u'. 
tlmate American adherence to the 
world court and declared that the ac- 
ceptance of the recent treaty for the 
renunciation of war "should pave the 
way to greater limitation of 
ment, the offer of which we sincere- 
ly extend to the world." 


Expressing his belief that no more 


potent instrumentality for the pacific 
settlement of controversies between 
nations than the world court has ev- 
er been conceived, Mr. Hoover de 
clared "no other is practicable of es- 
tablishment." 


"The reservations placed upon our 


adherence should 
not be misinter- 


preted," he continued. "The United 
States seeks by these reservation? no 


r' special privilege 
or advantage but 


only to clarify our relation to advis- 
ory opinions 
and 
other matters 


which are subsidiary to the major 
purposes of the court. 


"The way 
should, and I believe 


will, be found by which we may take 
our proper place in a movement so 
fundamental to 
the progress 
of 


peace."

"Peace can be contributed to by

Colorful Inaugural Ceremonies Marks Induc- 


tion of New Administration at National 


Capital—Hoover Takes Helm at 


1:08 This Afternoon

Washington—(AP)—The pivsi.lom-y of the United States 


passed to Herbert Hoover Monday in x colorful inaugural cere- 
mony ^vhich lie himself described as "si dedication and conse- 
cretation under CJod." 


He took office as president at 1 :08 in the afternoon. 
Speaking to all the world in an man-rural address delivered 


from the historic east steps of the capitol. the new chief execu- 
tive declared disregard of law the nation's greatest peril, and 
appealed directly to his fellow citizens to help secure observ- 
ance of the prohibition law. 


With hand upraised, he had repeated the words of the 


official oath of office, administered by Chief Justice Taft, short- 
ly after noon, and had kissed the Bible at a passage saying 
"ho that keepeth the law; happy is he." 


A half hour earlier Charles Curtis had succeeded Charles G. 


Dawos a.s vice president in a ceremony inside the senate cham- 
ber, enlivened unexpectedly when the new and retiring second 
officers, making the customary brief addresses, disagreed di- 
rectly on the old subject of the senate rules.

HIS OWN DEFINITION 
, 


Today there are dozens of groups 


in business which can testify to the 
meaning of the phrase "elimination 
of waste." but Mr. Hoover's own def- 
inition is perhaps the best one to 
give here. He says:' 


"The kinds of waste that cause 


costly Icsses may be roughly cata- 
loged as follows: 


"1. Waste from the speculation, 


relaxation of effo'rt and extravagance 
of booms with 
the. infinite waste 


from unemployment "and 'bankrupt- 
cy which' comes with the inevitable 
slump. 


"2. Wastes from excessive season- 


al character of production and dis- 
tribution. 


"3. Waste caused through lack of 


information as to national stocks, 
of production and consumption with 
its attendant risk and speculation. 


"I. 
Waste 
from lack of stand- 


ards of quality and grades. 


"5. Waste from unnecessary mul- 


tiplication of terms, sizes, varieties. 


"6. Waste from the lack o" uni- 


formity of business 
practices in 


terms and documents, with resultant 
misunderstanding:, 
frauds and dis- 


putes. 


"7. Waste due to deterioration of 


commodities. 


"S. Waste 
due 
to InadeQuate 


transportation and terminals, to iref- 
flcient loading: and shipping and un- 
necessary haulage. 


"0. Waste due to disorderly mar- 


keting, particularly 
of perishables, 


with its attendant gluts and famines. 


"10. 
Waste due to many links in 


the distribution chain and too many 
chains in the system. 


"11. Waste due to bad credits. 
"12. 
Waste 
due to destructive 


competition of people 
who are in 


fact exhausting their capital through 
little understanding 
of the funda- 


mentals of business 
In which they 


are engaged. 


"13. 
Waste due to enormous ex- 


penditure of effort and money in ad- 
vertising and sales promotion effort, 
without adequate basic information 
on which to base sales promotion. 


"11. Waste due to 
unfair prac- 


tices of a small minority. 


"IS. A multitude of wastes In use 


of materials, in unnecessary fire de- 
struction, in traffic 
accidents and 


many other directions. 


SAVES MILLIONS 


"These wastes aie not the small 


change of industry 
and commerce. 


There is scarcely a step in this ac- 
complishment 
of squeezing:. out 


waste which docs not interpret itself 
in millions of dollars of annual sav- 
ins. 


'•As these, wastes are enumerated 


they may seem to be of main inter- 
est to manufacturers and distribut; 
ors. But in the end the public pays 
the bill. It is cither charged into the 
consumers' price of goods at,one end, 
or subtracted from tho wages of pro- 
ducers of raw materials, 
such as

miners and farmers, 
at the other 


end." 


While the elimination of waste 1* 


an Important factor, it is scarcely 
less vital than trade extension and 
the stimulus which Mr. Hoover ha; 
felt the government could givo to 
both foreign and domestic commerce. 
In his campaign speeches. Mr. Hoo- 
ver stressed the part that the Feder- 
al government could play in promot- 
ing the prosperity 
of the counfry. 


But even before he entered 
active 


politics he had been preaching the 
doctrine of government cooperation 
with business. 


"In the broad field of cooperation 


by government," he sajs. "lie poten- 
tialities which 
have been 
barely 


touched. The government can give 
i«ixueit>uii< ftiiu cuo^iciaUuii. Ji *.aii 
furnish scientific research. 3r can 
give prestige and influence. All of 
these call for but trivial 
expend!- 


tui*es. They require no increased bu- 
reaucracy. They are of first impor- 
tance to every 
branch of American 


hfe. 


HELPS STABILIZE 


"It is by this means of cooperation 


by the government that we contrib- 
ute mightily toward business stabil- 
ity and great productivity in Indus- 
try. 
And it is stabilized that every 


business man 
needs that he may 


thus work out for 
himself his own 


destiny without those ill tides over 
which he'has no control. 


"It is by means of this sort of co- 


operation from the Government that 
wo provide 
continuous 
and full 


equipment. 
General 
employment 


comes only with 
sound policies of 


government but equally from vigor- 
ous cooperation by the government 
to promote economic welfare. It is by 
these means that we cnn build such 
organization of our economic system 
as to provide a job for all who have 
the will to work." 


Now that Mr. Hoover is at the head 


of tho government, it Is natural tu 
expect that he will not merely exer- 
cise a friendly eye over tho depart- 
ment of commerce and sec to it that 
the important start he made In the 
development of that department is 
continued but that even 
larger ef- 


forts- arc made to assist industry and 
trade. And Mr. Hoover will also un- 
dertake many things which as a cab- 
inet officer he could not tackle. In 
general, ho is inclined to look upon 
government as a series of problem-, 
and whether a particular job to be 
done falls in a particular department 
concerns him very little. What he is 
interested in is a final solution. He 
is receptive. to suggestions for con- 
structive settlement of problems that 
have been hanging fire for 
yours. 


But his method is to attempt in ev- 
ery case to get the cooperation of 
the parties at interest before at- 
tempting to use the governmental 
machinery. 


TO CUT RESTRICTIONS 


While on the surface it has seem- 


ed that Mr. Hoover has striven to 
add to .-the government's functions, 
he will contend that this is not his 
object and that once private blfslriess 
or industry is able to*perform the 
job the federal 
government should 


withdraw its counsel as well as its 
Influence. This is particularly true in 
the work of simplified 
practice and 


standardization \\hich requires gov- 
ernment aid In cooperation only in 
the Initial steps.

With 300.000 wells estimated in Wis- 
consin, the health group issued the 
following warning: 


"Private wells offer a fertile place 


for reception of waterborne bacteria 
•when high water invades a region. 
T??£ floo^insr of TV?HS 1?^* t??? TVTT-^T 
of melting snows brings a grave dan- 
ger of typhoid fever. 


"Wells that have been surrounded 


by high waters are therefore open to 
suspicion as disease carriers should 
be tested to ascertain if the water 
has become dangerously 
polluted. 


This should be done by checking- up 
at frequent 
intervals 
during ths 


spring thaw." 


Jf the well-owner 
suspects con- 


taminated water, the board explains, 
he may send samples to a state lab- 
oratory for analysis, 
which takes 


three or four days. No charge other 
than for express 
is made, 
it is 


pointed out. 


"One remedy for polluted wells is 


to make the top of the well water- 
tight," the 
board's statement ex- 


plained. "This can be done by care 
ful concreting around the top and 
by seeing that the pump is attached 
to the well or casing in such a man- 
ner as to insure a watertight joint."

Against the desires of Premier King, 
Liberal, and Richard Bennett, head .-of 
the Conservative party, the parliament 


, at 'Ottawa has refused to reconsider 


the J919 address to the king in wh'ich 
he was asked not to grant any more 
titles to Canadians. The vote was near- 
ly two to one. 
' . 


.Titles unquestionably have been" one 


way of holding the empire together. 
From the standpoint of the loyal Brit-: 
jsher their grant to prominent men in 
"the dominions is a laying of wires from 
tlie crp>vn to strategic points and 
seems desirable. From the standpoint 
of the Canadian who puts Canada first 
and. empire second, they represent the 
getting up of a caste system which has 
been-a handicap-to ambition in Great 
' Britain, and the lack of .which has 
-helped to make the United States of 
'today: 
' Tlie kowtowing and lock pulling 
habits which enrich life for the title 


•v 'holder in Great Britain are alien to the 


Canadian "character, particularly jn the 
Western: provinces. A title isn't worth' 
much to its owner in the dominion, 
•whatever it may be worth to his wife. 
It may be a positive handicap if many 


• more-Canadians, unable to obtain titles 
jjrofn.-their own king, persist in'picking 


•• them-ttp" from other courts. 
Like a 


%rea"t many pyefdigmfied things, titles 
'can'be'-laughed into disgrace. They can 
~pe made a thing to be hidden for fear 
of business consequences. The day for 
that has riot yet arrived in Canada, but 
the two'to one vote against creation of 
"nobility" seems to indicate that it is 
on -the way. 
For that matter, a few 


jnore grants of titles for party contri- 
butions in Great Britain may sicken 
even the mother country. 


•AN UNCERTAIN LIVELIHOOD 


"•• "The total haul," said Warden 
"Lawes of Sing Sing penitentiary

New York state, "of approximately 
'900 men committed to Sing Sing in 
'1927, was $368,574. The sentences im- 
posed on these offenders totaled 12,389 
years."

Being a poet of distinction herself, 
she knew what she was talking 
about. 


She used Shelley as her illustra- 


tion. 
The English set in Kome 


about a hundred years ago reacted 
toward Shelley exactly as the same 
set would react toward 
the same 


kind of person today. People don't 
change much from age to age. 
Shelley, those retired .English busi- 
ness men and their wives said, was 
a lazy lout. lie was not looking 
properly after his family. All he 
did was to seek a retired spot and 
He In the shade all day. "Why didn't 
he do some honest work or at any 
nito engage 
m some respectable 


sport that a respectable person could 
understand? 


But the undeniable fact is that 


Shelley, before he vras' thirty, had 
written a large mass of great poetry 
that would have been considered a 
life's work for a man of mature 
years. That work had to 'be done 
some time or other. Miss Wylie 
pointed out. Poetry does not write 
itself: it requires the hardest kind 
of work—work that exhausts 
the 


mind. Suppose ho did lie in the 
shade all day. The proof of the pud- 
ding is tho eating and the proof of 
work is what flows from it. Shelley 
lying in the shade did more actual 
work during an average day than 
all his critics combined. 


But most people do not recognize 


as work the kind of labor that the 
poet docs. And in the term "poet" 
may be included all creative writers. 
I had a friend, a short story writer, 
Samuel A. Dereaux, who died a few 
days ago. his last years embittered 
by the charge that he was lazy. 
His brother sent me a posthumous 
volume of his stories with the com- 
ment that his brother had been al- 
most glad to go on the operating 
table that took his life because it 
save him a physical explanation for 
his alleged laziness. I suspect that 
it had nothing to do with it—that he 
merely couldn't bring himself to en- 
gage in the activities that others re- 
sard as proper and respectable. 


Few people seem to realize' the 


enormous amount of work that is 
represented in the writing of a single 
novel. By tho time the first word is 
written a volume of work has usu- 
ally already been done by the author 
that would stagger most people who 
havo never tried it. It calls for in- 
tense application, the kind of appli- 
cation that frays the nerves. It is 
work to which a great many nights 
of sleep must often 
b« 
sacrificed. 


Making the characters live in

From this strength we 


have contributed to the recovery and 
progress of the world. What Ameri- 
ca has done has given renewed hope 
and courage to all who have faith 
in government by the people. In 
the larger view, we have reached a 
higher degree of comfort and secur- 
ity than ever existed before in the 
history of the world. Through libera- 
tion from widespread poverty 
we 


have reached a higher degree of in- 
dividual freedom than ever before. 
The devotion to and concern for our 
institutions are deep and sincere. Wo 
are steadily building a new race—a 
new civilization great in its own at- 
tainments. The influences and high 
purposes of our nation are respected 
among the peoples of the world. We 
aspire to distinction"in the world, but 
to a distinction based upon confi- 
dence in our sense of justice as well 
as our accomplishments within our 
own borders, and in our own lives. 
For wise guidance in this great pe- 
riod of recovery the nation is deeply 
indebted to Calvin Coolidge. 


But all this majestic advance 


should not obscure the constant 
dangers from v/hich self-government 
must be safeguarded. The strong 
man must at all times be cJert to the 
attack of insidious disease. 


FAILURE OF JUSTICE 


The most malign of all these dan- 


gers today is disregard and disobe- 
dience of law. Crime is increasing. 
Confidence in rigid and speedy jus- 
tice is decreasing. I am not pre- 
pared to believe that this indicates 
any decay in the moral fibre of the 
American people. 


It is only in part due to the addi- 


tional burdens impcsad upon our ju- 
dicial system by the 
ment. 
ISth amend- 


The problem is much wider than 


that 
Many influences had increas- 


ingly complicated and weakened our 
law enforcement we must critically 
consider the entire federal machin- 
ery of justice, the redistribution of 
'its functions, the simplification of its 
procedure, the provision of addition- 
al special tribunals, the better selec- 
tion" of juries, antrifiVmbre" effective 
organization of our agencies .of in- 


. vestigation andjirosecution that jus- 
tice may be sure and that it may be 
swift. While-thW authority of the 
federal government-'extends to but 
part of our vast-systemJof-national, 
state and local 'justice, yet the stand- 
ards which the "federal 
government 


establishes-have "the most profound 
influence upon the whole structure. 


We are fortunate in the ability and 


integrity of our federal judges and 
attorneys. But the system which 
thesa 'offleers are called upon to ad- 
minister iff in/many respects ill- 
adapted to present-day conditions. 
Its' intricate arid involved rules of 
procedure have become the refuge 
of both big and little criminals. 
There is a belief abroad thaf'by in- 
voking technicalities, subterfuge and 
delay the ends of justice^ may be 
thwarted by those who can pay the 
cost. 


Reform, 


liquor. Our •whole system of self 
government will crumble either If 
officials elect what laws they will 
enforce or citizens elect what laws 
they will support. The worst evil of 
disregard for some law Is that it des- 
troys respect for all law. For our 
citizens to patronize the violation 
of a particular law on the ground 
that they are opposed to it is des- 
tructive of the very basis of all that 
protection of life, of -homes and prop- 
erty "which they rightly claim under 
other laws. If citizens do not like a 
law.' their d'_ • as honest-men and 
women Is to discourage its violation: 
their right Is openly 
to work for 
its repeal. 


To those of criminal mind there 


can bo no appeal but glorious en- 
forcement of the law. Fortunately 
they are but a small percentage of 
our people. Their activities must be 
stopped. 


NATIONAL INVESTIGATION 
I propose to appoint 
a national 


commission for a searching investi- 
gation of the whole structure of our 
federal system of jurisprudence, to 
include the method of enforcement 
of the ISth 
amendment 
and the 


causes of abuse under it. Its purpose 
will be to make such recommenda- 
tions for reorganization of the ad- 
ministration of federal 
laws and 


court procedure as may be found de- 
sirable. In the meantime it is essen- 
tial that a large part of the enforce- 
ment activities be transferred from 
the treasury department to the de- 
partment of Justice as a beginning 
of more effective .organization. 
GOVERNMENT AND BUSINESS 
The election has again1 confirmed 


the determination of the American 
people that regulation of private en- 
terprise and not government owner- 
ship or operation is the course right- 
ly to be pursued 
in our relation to 


business. In recent years we have 
established a differentiation in the 
whole method of business regulation 
between the industries which pro- 
duce and distribute commodities on 
the one hand, and public utilities on 
the other. In the former, our laws in- 
sist upon effective competition; in 
the latter, because we substantially 
confer a monopoly by limiting com- 
petition, we must regulate their ser- 
vices and rates. The rigid enforce- 
ment of the laws applicable to both 
groups is the very base of equal op- 
portunity and freedom from domina- 
tion for all our people, and it Is Just 
as essential for the stability 
and 


prosperity of business itself as for 
the protection of the'public at large. 
Such regulation should be extended 
by the federal government within 
the limitations of the constitution 
and only when the individual states 
are without power 
to protect their 


citizens through their own authority. 
On the other hand, 
we should be 


fearless when the authority 
rests 


only in the federal government. 
COOPERATION BY GOVERNMENT 


The larger purpose of our econom- 


ic thought 
should be to establish 


more'firmly stability and security of 
business and employment and there- 
by remove poverty still further from 
ouf borders. Our people have in re- 
cent years developed a new found ca- 
pacity for cooperation among them- 
selves to effect high purposes in pub- 
lic welfare. It is an advance toward 
the highest conception of self-govern- 
ment. Self-government does not and

and criminal sides have been advo- 
cated for years by statesmen, judges, 
and bar associations.

dom, the basis of all ordered liberty, 
the vital/force of progress.-' It must 
not come to be in our republic that 
it can be defeated by the

ence of the citizen, by exploitation of 
the delays and entanglements of the 
law, or by combinations of criminals. 
Justice must not fail because the 
agencies of enforcement are either 
delinquent or inefficiently organized. 
To consider these evils, to find their 
remedy, is the most sore necessity of 
ou retimes. 
ENFORCEMENT OF THE 18TH 


AMENDMENT 


Of the undoubted abuses which 


have drown up under the ISth 
amendment, part are due to the 
causes I have just mentioned; 
but part are due to the failure 
of some states to accept their 
share of responsibility for con- 
current enforcement and to the 
failure of many state and local 
officials to accept the obligation, 
under their oath of office zeal- 
ously to enforce tho laws. With 
the failures 
from these many 


causes has come a dangerous ex- 
pansion in the criminal elements 
•who have found enlarged oppor- 
tunities in dealing in illegal 
liquor. 


But a large responsibility rests 


directly upon our citizens. There 
•would be little traffic in illegal 
liquor if only criminals 
patron- 


ized it. We must awake to the 
fact that this patronage from 
large numbers 
of law-abiding 


citizens is supplying the rewards 
and stimulating crime. 
I have been selected by you to 


execute and enforce tho laws of the 
country. 'I propose to do so the ex- 
tent of by own abilities, 
but the 


measure of success that the govern- 
ment shall attain will depend upon 
the moral support which you. as 
citizens, extend. 
The duty of citi- 


zens to supjjort the laws of the land 
is co-equal with the duty of their 
government to enforce 
the laws 


which exist 
No 'greater national 


service can be given by men and 
women of good will—who, I know, 
are not unmindful of the responsibil- 
ities of citizenship—than that they 
should, by their example, assist In 
stamping out crime and outlawry by 
refusing participating in and con- 
demning all traneacUona with, illegal 
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should not imply the use of politi- 
cal agencies alone. Progress Is born 
of cooperation in the community— 
not from governmental 
restraints. 


The government 
should assist and 


encourage these movements of col- 
lective self 
help by itself cooperat- 


ing with them. Business has by co- 
operation made great progress in the 
advancement of service, in stability, 
in regularity of employment and in 
the correction 
of its own abuses. 


Such progress, however, 
can con- 


tinue only so long as business mani- 
fests its respect for law. 


There is an equally important field 


of cooperation by the federal gov- 
ernment with the multitude of agen- 
cies, state, municipal and private., 
in the systematic 
development of 


those processes which directly af- 
fect public health, recreation, educa- 
tion and the home. 
We have need 


further to perfect the means by 
which government can be adapted by 
human service. 


Although education is primarily a 


responsibility of the states and lo- 
cal communities, and rightly so, yet 
the nation as a whole is vitally con- 
cerned In its 
development every- 


where to the highest standards and 
to complete universality. Self-govern- 
ment can succeed 
only through an

leaders for every walk of life. We 
cannot hope to succeed in directing 
this increasingly 
complex civiliza- 


tion unless we can draw all the tal- 
ent of leadership 
from the whole 


people. One civilization after another 
has been wrecked upon the attempt 
to secure sufficient leadership from 
a single group or class. If we would 
prevent the growth of class distinc- 
tions and would constantly refresh 
our leadership with the ideals of our 
people, we must draw 
constantly 


from the general mass. The full op- 
portunity for every boy and girl to 
rise through the selective processes 
of education can alone secure to us 
this leadership.

that our people are seeking a larger 
vision through art, literature, science 
and travel, that they are moving to-

life—that from these things our sym- 
pathies are broadening beyond the 
bounds of our nation and race to- 
ward their true expression in a real 
brotherhood of man. They fail to 
see that the idealism 
of America 


will lead it to no narrow or selfish 
channel, but inspire it to do its full 
share as a nation toward the ad- 
vancement of civilization. It will do 
that not by mere declaration but by- 
taking a practical part in supporting 
all useful international undertakings. 
We not only desire 
peace with the 


world, but to see peace maintained 
throughout the world. "We wish to 
advance the reign of justice and rea- 
son toward the extinction of force. 


The recent treaty for the renun- 


ciation of war as an instrument of 
national policy 
sets an 
advanced 


standard in our conception of 
the 


relations. Its acceptance should pave 
th& way 
greater 
limitation of 


relation to advisory opinions 
and 


other matters which are subsidiary 
to Hie major purpose of tho court. 
The way should, and I believe will, 
be found by which we may take our 
proper place in a movement so fun- 
damental to the progress of peace. 


Our people have determined that 


we should make no political engage- 
ments such as membership in the 
League of Nations, which may com- 
mit us in advance as a nation to be- 
come involved in^the settlements of 
controversies between other coun- 
tries. They adhere to the belief 
that the independence of America 
from such obligations increases its 
ability and availability for service in 
all fields of human progress. 


I have lately returned from a jour- 


ney among our sister republics of 
the Western 
Hemisphere. I 
have 


received unbounded hospitality and 
courtesy 
as their • expression 
of 


friendliness to our country. We are 
held by particular bonds of sym- 
pathy and common interest 
with 


them. They are each of them build- 
ing ,cx racial character and a culture 
which is an impressive contribution 
to human progress. We wish only 
for the maintenance of their 
inde- 


pendence, the growth of 
their sta- 


bility and their prosperity. While 
wo have had wars in the 
Western 


Hemisphere yet on the whole the 
record is in 
encouraging 
contrast 


with that of other parts of the world. 
Fortunately the new world Is largely 
free from the inheritances of fear 
and distrust which- have so troubled 
the old world. We should keep It so. 


It is impossible, my countrymen, 


to speak of peace without profound 
emotion. In thousands of homes in 
America, In millions of homes around 
the world, there are vacant chairs. 
It would be a shameful confession of 
our umvorthiness if it should devel- 
op that wo have abandoned the 
hope for which all these men died. 
Surely civilization is old-enough, 
surely mankind is mature enough 
so that we ought in our own lifetime 
to find a way to permanent peace. 
Abroad, to west and east, are na- 
tions whose sons mingled their blood 
with the blood of our sons on the 
battlefields 
Most of these nations 


have contributed to our race, to our 
culture, our knowledge and our pro- 
tress. From one of them wo derive 
our very language nnd from many 
of them much of the genius of our 
Institutions. Their desire for peace 
is as deep and sincere as our own. 


Peace can bo contributed to by ro- 


spect for our ability In defense. 
Peace can bo promotfd by the liml

Of the 223 
channels set aside, for general com- 
munication and commercial servic- 
es this country gets 112 exclusive 
channels and 34 shared or a total 
of US; Canada and 
Newfoundland

38 are exclusive, and the remainder 
are divided among Cuba. 
Mexico, 


Central America and the West In- 
dies. A flare-back is expected from 
Mexico and perhaps from the Latin 
American nations, but Cuba is be- 
lieved to be satisfied.

Moselsio has been studying hands, 
In^hls Berlin studio he has one of 
ttte moat varied, unusual and not- 
ed, world. collections ' of sculptorsd 
hands. In bis gallery there are 250 
different types of hands from such 
famous people as Chopin, Isadroa 
Duncan, and many famous actors 
and physicians. Also some fascin 
ating criminal hands. 


"Hands are the most tell-tale in- 


dicator of character that 
humans 


have," 
Moselsio 
stated, 
sfowjy, 


thoughtfully, in, his charming brok- 
en English. "A woman can shut her 
eyes. She can seal her lips. Her 
hands will tell the truth about her 
character. In fact/ her bands may 
tell much, more about herself> than 
she herself knows." 


HE ISN'T A PALMIST 


It is not the lines in the palms 
that count, according to Moselsio, 
It is. the general shape, the,width 
across at various 
Intervals, 
the 


length of fingers, shape and propor- 
tion to the palm, the thickness and 
modelling in .general and the tracer- 
ies of blood vessels. Moreover, the 
movement of hands Is fully as im- 
portant as shape. 


"One's little fingers and thumbs 


are tell-tale digits," Moselsio said. 


Take the thumb for instance. If 
there is^a. short distance between 
the end of trie thumb andv the top 
joint it Indicates a narrow mind, ig- 
norance, sentimentalism. This is the 
thumb of a 
hard-headed business 


man who is totally devoted to one 
person, his wife, maybe. He is apt 
to overwhelm her with interest but 
the brutal to everyone else. Or It 
may bo a daughter he concentrates 
his affections on. 


"The distance and shape of the 


second joint of the thumb is import- 
ant. The balanced person has a 
thumb that is slightly narrower 'be- 
tween the joints than above the 
first joint. It must slope in a lit- 
tle or it indicates Ignorance. But 
K it slopes" too much, If the space 
is too thin, it indicates an «goist." 


"As the thumb tells strength or 


character, determination and intelli- 
gence, so the little finger is the in- 
dex to sensitiveness and culture.

At-the age of 10, Herbert went to 


live with another of his mother's 
brothers. Dr. John Minlhorn, who 
had opened a Quaker settlement in 
Oregon. Herbert attended an acad- 
emy that Dr. Minthron had found- 
ed, doing chores to help pay for his 
keep. 


His next "jump was as an office boy 


in his uncle's real estate office in 
Portland. 
A chanco remark of a 


stranger-upon the mysteries and pos- 
sible profit in engineering 
started 


Hoover on his career. He determin- 
ed to work his way through Leland 
Stanford university in an engineer- 
ing course. 


Upon being graduated, he worked 


in a mine in Grass Valley, Cal., then 
became affiliated with a London firm 
of engineers and thenceforfe strode 
rapidly Into his career. 


West Australia was his first field. 


Then China, on a government mis- 
sion to develop iron and coal de- 
posits; then an engineering trek over 
the globe. 


He leaped into world

ceremonies but usually an enthusi- 
astic populace saw to it that there 
was more or less fanfare March 4. 


George Washington, assuming the 


first presidency of the republic, de- 
clared he wanted no parade, but he 
rode Into Philadelphia 
and 
otli«r 


cities under triumphal arches and 
attended by crowds of marchers. 


The inauguration of Ulysses s. 


Grant, history records, witnessed 
probably the greatest outpouring of 
paraders. That was principally due 
o the fact that the new president 
was connriander-in-chief of the \u"i\ 


chief executive witnessed a carrying 
on of. HaidliiK policit^. The U-nuie 
was marked by constant public ex 
prettilon for economy nnd an empha- 
sizing of the vision of greater pros- 
perity. 


Tho Harding cabinet was retained, 


and the groundwork was laid 
for 


the .naval disarmament conference 
which ended In an Impasse nnd led 
to the president's espousal of the ID 
cruiser bill. 


The Coolidge actions during the 


period prior to March 4. 1925. were 
characterized by the same firmness 
exhibited throughout his term of of- 
fice, but his pledge to continue the 
policies of his dead chief rendered 
them perforce lets deliberately In- 
dividualistic.
